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to the one recording layer where information is to be recorded among 
the recording layers for each recording state of another recording layer 
among the recording layers. 

•Claim 15 relates to an information recording medium wherein in order 
to define a laser beam preferred projection state preferable to one 
recording layer where information is to be recorded among recording layers , 
the information recording medium has a first trial recording area such 
that information is recorded in another recording layer among the recording 
layers and a second trial recording area such that information is not 
recorded in the another recording layer. 
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
